he said that it wasa pleasure to him to de- 
clare that this remarkable state per 
was ‘true to the principles and teachings 
of the democratic party from its foundation by 
Jefferson, eighty-seven years ago, to the pres- 
ent day; end that the thanks of the laboring 
and bu-iness classes G1 tire Country were due to 
the executive for seizing on that issue with the 
rrasp of a strong; honest man, and for present- 
ing itto his countrymen in such ashape and 
light thatit mever wouid disappear until the 
outrages of over taxation ceased. In the pres 
ent age of swollen pretenses, of shallow aris- 
tocracy and of gilded vulgarity, the splendid 
utterances of the president’s message fell on 
the minds of the people as a token, as a promise 
of relief, reform and redemption, from one 
who had never broken .a. pledge and forgotten 
a public duty. The president had dechred for 
the lowly and depressed. Since the matchless 
and immo:ztal inaugural of Jefferson onthe 
fourth of March, 1801, no communication 
had ever emanated from a__ chief 
magistrate of this government more 
able, more elevated, in statesmanship; more 
humane and benevolent in his purpose, or 
more conducive to the general welfare and 
good government than the message under con- 
sideration. 

Coming down to the practical question of 
taxation he was aware, he said, that there 
were many objections tointernal taxes, but on 
grounds far different from a desire to perpetu- 
ate the enormous and unjust tariff taxes on 
necessaries of life... He appreciated the fact 
that for many years, and especially in several 
states, the whole system had been used as a 
powerful instrument of partisan political war- 
fare, and bad been rendered odious to every 
free-minded citizen. He was also often re- 
minded that it was a war tax and that it should 

ass away in time of peace. All these opin- 
ions had their weight with him, but while the 
heavy taxes which had been laid by the war 
tariff on every article entering inte the wants 
and necessities of the people were not reduced 
at at. He submitted that the work of re- 
form and reduction should be pursued 
in that fact, and internal revenue left to stand 
yet awhile subject to certain modifications. 
As to tobacco, he suggested that the tax on 
cigars and snuff, producing $12,500,000 might 
be retained and the rest of the tax, prodactag 
$17,000,000 abolished. But this, however, was 
a feature of detail, and perhaps a feature of 
compromise. the great bulk of abatement in 
the present totaf unneccssary taxation of the 
people would have to take place in a careful 
and prndent revision of the tariff, and we 
would have to leave to the future what might 
seem the best means and arrangements by 
which to attain that end, asa choice between 
reducing the internal revenue or tariff taxes, 
he would labor to cheapen woolens, linens,cot- 
ton fabrics, salt, lumber, coal,“iron, steel and 
all other staple commodities rather than such 
articles as were indulged in from acquired 
habits or luxuricus modes of living. 

After quoting some sentences from the pres- 
ident’s message, Mr. Voorhees asked whether 
it was froin such wise, conservative statements 
(guarding the interests of American manufac- 
turers on one hand. while seeking to relieve 
the people on the other,) that charges of ‘‘free 
trade’’ were nade against the message. Did 
it mut se:m rather that those who cavilled 
with Mr. Cleveland and denounced his views, 
were such as hada predetermined quarrel, and 
who would not approve the declaration of in- 
dependence if it came from his hands? Snch 
political leaders might have their uses, bet‘in 
the present instance it required no gift of 
prophecy to foresee that as ‘‘blind leaders of 
the blind.’”’ they and their followers would roll 
in the ditch of defeat together. A persistent 
and viclent effort was being made by those who 
managed-and led the opposition to the present 
administration to convince the public mind 
that the president was unfriendly to the labor 
interests and labor organizations and that re- 
duction of the taxes which he powerfully 
enforced, would prove hurtful to the wor 
men, and especially to wage laborers employed 
in manufacturing industries. He (Voorhees) 
might pause to ask the meaning of the present 
condition of wage works in many of most 
extensive manufacturing. regions. y, un- 
der the present high t , were thev en 
in constant strikes and severe struggles © 
their employers.

NO COMMITTEES ANNOUNCED. 
Speaker Carlisle Revising His List—Bills In- 
troduced. 

WASHINGTON, January 4.—In the house, 
Mr. Mills, of Texas, stating that the speaker 
would not announce the committees today and 
asked unanimous consent that members be 
permitted to introduce bills for reference. 
Consent was granted and the speaker proceed- 
ed to cal] the states in alphabetical order. 

Under the call a great many bills and resolu- 
tions were intreduced and referred, among 
them the following: By Herbert, of Alabama, 
to reguiate the jurisdiction of circuit court 
commissioners. 

By Mr. Wheeler, to provide for a reduction 
of custom duties; also to establish a court of 
mi Egor also to amend the civil service act; 
also granting pensions to survivors of Indian 
wars who had attained the age of seventy 
years; also to establish signal stations on the 
West Indian islands; also for the temporary 
support of common schools; also for the re- 
funding of the cotton tax; also to remove the 
tax from tobacco and spirits made from fruits. 

By Mr. Springer, of Illinois, to provide for 
the organization of the territory of Oklahoma. 
The bill provides for the creation of a new ter- 
ritory out of the public land strip and all that 

rt of the Indian territory west of five civil- 
ized tribes, covering an area about as large as 
the state of Ohio. It provides all machinery 
for a territorial government like other territo- 
ries, but does not assume any jurisdiction over 
Indian tribes except in conformity to treaty 
stipulations. Section 4 opens the public land 
strip to settlement for homesteads only and 
sections five and six provide for a settlement 
of the Cherokee outlet and Oklahoma lands by 
actual settlers, through the commission to be 
appointed by the president to negotiate with 
the Cherokees, Creeks and Seminoles, so far as 
such negotiations may be necessary. Section 
seven contains stringent provisions to prevent 
frauduleut entries and requires three years’ 
ac’ uel residence before any patent shall issue to 
asettler. All sales, assignments, transfers or 
mortgages of lands prior to the issue of a patent 
are prohibited and declared null and void. 
Prov 'sion is made for the settlement of other 
unoccupied Indian lands, but in all cases said 
lands are to be reserved for actual settlers 
only, and ata price not to exceed $1.25 per 
acre. Cattle leases are declared void and con- 
trary to public policy, and it is made the duty 
of the president to remove lessees froyggaid 
lands. All ts heretofore made to ds 
are forfeited. and power to create _~ public 
indebtedness 7 voting bonds or subscgibing 
for stock in railroad companies or other ‘corpo- 
rations, by territorial legislature, or by town- 
ships, cities, or counties is strictly prohibited.

ARegillar Battle Between White

AT THEIR’BARRACKS NEARST. LOUIS 

The New York Reéeruics Think the Negro 
- Rather toe Familiar—A Negre Chases 
& White Girl, and Bloodshed Begins. 


St. Levis, January 4.—A revolt occurred at 
Jefferson barratks yesterday evening between 
white and colored United States soldiers that 
resulted in the injury of many men, and 
probably will cost three their lives, At this 
time there ‘are many recruits at this station, 
and yesterday they drew their first pay, and 
madé @n onslaught on the sutler. Numerous 
brawls resulted, and a crowd from New York 
resented the familiarity of the colored troops, 
and a fight followed. The guardhouse was 
filled with the disorderly ones, and still the 
rows kept up. Late in the afternoon a drunken 
colored trooper was seen pursuing a fourteen- 
yearold white girl, and a party of white 
troopers were soon after him and in due time 
handed him over to the officer of the day. This 
seamed to enrage a nimber of his comrades, 
and they forthwith left the barracks, starting 
for Carondelet. On their way they fell in with 
a squad of white troopers and proceeded to 
take vengeance. : 

The White soldiérs made their escape with a 
few bruises and made their way to the bar- 
racks, Where they soon made up a party to 
handle the men. Armed with revolvers and 
carbines, they started in good order for Caron- 
delet, but before they had gone far they were 
or to return and disarm by the ofticer of 
the day. They refused to return to their quart- 
ers, bat laid down thoir arms at once and then 

after theenemy. At the river Dies 
Peres bridge they met the colored troopers re- 
turning. An encounter immediately followed 
and knives, clubs and rocks were used. The 
fight was one. of desperation, and the white 
men’s superior force was offset by the discip- 
line of the colored troops who had entered a 
second term of service. 

For half an hour the battle waged without 
advantage to either side,and on the bridge 
aud road and river-bed the men Jay exhausted 
and beaten. Finally the belligerents, blinded 
and played out. withdrew. A colored trooper 
reported the affray at Carondelet station, and 
he was locked up, while the patrol wagon was 
sent to the scene to gather up the injured. In 
the meantime, the white solitons had gathered 
in force, and, marching tothe station, demand- 
ed-that the colored trooper be given to them. 
The officers refused a prepared for an as- 
sault. In-the meantime, word of the battle 
had reached the barracks, and four troops of 
cavalry were ordered out and arrived in Caron- 
delet in time to.save the police from attack. 
The mutineers dispersed, and they were ar- 
rested in detachments on a general order to 
arrest all troopers.

The new license payers 
claim that an additional $100 imposed on the 
barrooms, and one-fourth per’cent tax addi- 
tional on real estate, willenable the city to do 
away with the license.

The Brig SConsuelo SBrings Advices from 
Maluaka’s Dominions, 

San Francisco, January .4—The brig Con- 
suelo arrived from Honolulu today and 
brought theinformation that Godfrey Brown, 
minister of foreign affairs, has handed in his 
resignation to the king. It has been accepted, 
but his successor is yet to be named. Premier

Dennis Murphy, all of the other jurors assent- 
ing. Judge Adams sent word to the jury that 
the decision referred to had nothing to do with 
the case. Some time after that the jury agreed, 
and when it came into court his honor stated 
that he preferred to think the juror had been 
misunderstood, because if he had stated what 
he was represented as saying, it would consti- 
tute grave contempt, and the court would be 
compelled to take notice of it.

He is Arrested and Locked Up—Did He Ten 
der Positions; Without the Anthority - 
Td Do So? 


Theré ate comparatixety few ‘people in At- 
Janta that. ever heard of tho “‘Intelligente 
oltice,”’ and at least two people who wish they 
hadn't: Joshua Burtz, whose-name is not 
unknown to newspaper readers, and who has 
conducted this intelligence office, was arrested 
last night upon warrants charging: him with 
cheating and swindling. — 

For about a year. aud a half Mr. Burtz has 
beem running this ‘‘intelligence’”’ oftice—an 
oftiee where positions are hunted up and 
peddled out to whoever can pay the necessary 
feces. Working people are appealed ‘-to 
with rather vague promises of desirable posi- 
tions, and the doubting ones are captured by 
supposed guaranteés of ‘‘prompt attention and 
perfect satisfaction,’’ Mr. Burtz first did bus- 
iness at No. 10 on North Broad strect, and 
then moved to 164 Whitehall, and that is his 
office today, or father it was yesterday. 

Among those who put their faith and cash 
in the “intelligence”’ oftice are Mr. C. E. John- 
son, of Spartanburg, 8. C., and Mr. Murray 
Weems, of Atianta. They wanted positions, 
and their attention was drawn to the circular 
of Mr. Burtz. Together they repaired to 164 
Whitehall and made known their aspirations, 
and together they were assured that ‘there 
would be no trouble about it.” Mr. Burtz 
went on to explain that Mr. Collier, of the 
Atlanta and Florida railroad, had given him au- 
thority to select two complete ‘‘crews’’ of men, 
and that he could guarantee each a position as 
fiagman. The job was to commence on the 
first of January, and in return for these favors 
onthe partof Mr. Burtz, each of the two 


|; young gentlemen gay that he nr $2, and took 


a receipt for same, and a pledge from Mr. 
LBurtz to secure a position as tflagman by Janu- 
ary 1, 1588, and in case the posi ion could not 
be secured by the time indicated, the monty 
should be refunded. 

Neither of the young men-had money to 
spare; infact Mr. Weems was compelled to 
berrow the fee of $2 from Mr. Johnson, and 
very economically, and very anxiously, they 
waited for the first of January. 

Johnson 
and Weeis called on Mr. Burtz to be certain 
that the position was secured. Mr. Burtzas- 
sured them thatit was ‘‘solid,’’ and on Mon- 
day —— the two young men provided 
with a note from Bartz to Engineer Spencer 
walked down to the Hawkinsville train and 
showing their supposed guarantees, asked to 
be assigned to immediate duty. Mr. Spencer 
stated that he had nothing todo with Mr. Burtz 
and referred the young men to Mr. Collier. 

They then went back to Mr. Burtz and laid 
their trouble before him. He assured them 
that the position was all right, but stated that 
the cars would not arrive’ before January 15, 
and that as soon as the positions were ready, 
they should be notified. 

Mr. Johnson asked for a position that would 
keep him occupied witil January 15, and the 
accommodating manager told him to report the 
next morning to the Atlanta Wagon and Tim- 
ber company, on Marietta street, and he would 
be given the position of night watchman. Mr. 
Johnson reported promptly, but there was no 
Vacancy. 

The young men now became alramed and 
deicrmined to see Mr. Collier, of the A, and

about five fect seven inches, pale, delicate com- 
plexion, slight sandy mustache, and a habit 
of batting his eyes as. though the light hurt 
them. Altogether he is passably good looking. 

‘You seem to be tn trouble?” yentured the 
reporter, 

‘*Yes,’’ he answered in a quiet tone, “lots of 
it. Besides this miserable charge of cheating 
and swindling, there is another one, equally as 
silly, of larceny after trust. That is by my 
friend, Dr. Schumann. It’s rather hard,’’ he 
continued after a pause, “to be locked up like 
a thief on charges like these. I ought to be at 
home with my wife and baby,’’ and he batted 
lis eyes very vigorously.

An Infamous System—A Letter From Major 
’ Bacon, 


In another column will be found a letter 
from Hon. A. O. Bacon on the subject of 
the internal revenue system. It is a letter 
well worthy the careful attention of every 
eitizen of Georgia, for it touches upona 
matter that is of vital importance to the 
whole people. Major Bacon has made an 
exhaustive study of the question, and he 
gives atrenchant and lucid exposition of 
the internal revenue business. He goes to 
the bottom of the matter and gives not only 
a history of the outrageous system and its re- 
sults; but gives a history of the democratic 
policy so far as excise laws and direct taxa- 
tion are concerned. 

It isin all respects an admirable letter, 
and there is not a true democsat in the land 
that can afford to dissent from the conclusion 
which Major Bacon reaches. He is in favor 


of the absolute repeal of the internal reve- 
nue law and the entire abandonment of the 


system of federal excise taxation. He is in 
favor of this repeal and this abolition on 
purely -democratic grounds. He is nota 

‘ protectionist; he is in favor of reducing the 
tariff to the lowest point consistent with the 
declarations of the platform on which Mr. 
Cleveland was elected. 

Like cther democrats, Major Bacon is not 
opposed to the excise laws because they 
levy a tax on certain articles, but because 
he objects most strenuously to an} and 
every system of direct taxation by the fed- 
eral government, and the more especially 
does he object to any system which favors 
the strong and oppresses the weak, and 
which is enforced by criminal proceedings 
against those charged with violations of the 
law. It will be observed that Major Bacon 
pays his respects to the active attempts that 
are now making to educate the public mind 
into the belief that the internal revenue 
system should be retained as one of the per- 
manent features of federal taxation. _ 

Major Bacon then goes on to show that 
hostility to the internal revenue system is 
consistent with the earnest support of tar- 
iff reform, and that the advocacy of the re- 
peal of the law has received the sanction of 

_the most approved democratic authority. 
This has been the position of Tur ConstI- 
TUTION from the first. Setting forth the 
democratic doctrine regarding the tariff, 
‘Majer Bacon finds good authority for stat- 
ing that while the legitimate purpose and 
aim of the tariff law must be the raising of 
mecessary revenue, and while this must be 
steadily kept in view as the primary object, 
such laws must be so regulated as best to 
foster American industries and to secure 
American laborers a liberal] rate of wages.

Let it be remembered that 
the people of this country in buying medi- 
cine for their children and themselves pay 
$30,000,000 annually of atax that is laid in 
injustice, andis gathered without any ne- 
cessity for itin the administration of the 
government. In the one article of spirits of 
camphor alone, which is to be found in 
every house, a pint could be bought for 
twenty cents with this tax removed, where 
it now costs seventy-five cents. This is an 
article of general use and touches every fam- 
ily and every interest.

Alabama Turns Them Over tothe Tennessee 
Coal and Iron Company. 


MONTGOMERY, January 4.—The state of 
Ala®ama let out all of its convicts on ten year 
contracts to the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Kail- 
road company. They number about six hun- 
dred, and the average price is thirteen dollars 
per month each, which is four dollars more 
than the state has ever before received. The 
convicts will all be worked in the great Pratt 
coalmines near Birmingham. Thecontractors 
agree to construct new prisons in accordance 
with the best modern plans, as well as school 
rooms for the convicts and dwellings for the 
teachers, and to pay the teachers themselves. 
The Pratt mines supply coke for nearly all of 


than 3,000 tons perday. This contract for con- 
victs is, therefore, regarded as highly im- 
portant, since it secures the furnaces against 
a possible failure to obtain a full supply of coal 
on account of strikes, etc. One of the three 
state inspectors of convicts is required to be 
always at the prisons. —

A Serious Charge Against a Well Known

How it Works Great Hardships 
to All the Feople. 


THE VAST AMOUNT WHICH IS USED 


In Medicines, Drugs and Extracts— Views of 
Prominent Manufacturing Druggists 
—A Heavy Burden. 


The facts presented by even a short study of 
the workings of the internal revenue system 
are startling. 

There is no tax which affects the people 


more directly than that upon alcohol. 


With a view to ascertaining just how large- 
ly this item enters into the medicines used by 
the people, a ConsTITUTION reporter called 
upon sevéral gentlemen, who, as will be seen, 
are peculiarly well informed upon the subject. 

DR. RANKIN’S VIEWS. 

Dr. J. W. Rankin was asked: ‘‘What is the 
revenue on alcohol, and what is a gallon 
worth ?’’ 


“A gallon of alcohol is worth $2.05. The 


revenue on this amount is $1.70, leaving only 
thirty-five cents for the price of the spirits.”’ 

‘‘Would taking off the revenue on alcohol 
reduce the price of medicines containing it? 
If so, what medicines, and how much would be 
the reduction ?”’ 

“Ifthe internal revenue was taken off of 
alcohol, almost every tincture known to drug- 
gists, couid be sold fifty per cent cheaper. 
Take such simple medicines as paregoric, lau- 
danum, spirits of camphor, Bateman’s drops, 
and Number Six. These are household neces- 
sities, and areto be found in almost every 
house. They are largely composed of alcohol. 
If the revenue were taken off, these medicines 
could be sold for from sixty to seventy-five per 
cent less. An ounce vial of paregoric, which 


now costs ten cents, could Pe readily purchased | 
| courage and had the audacity to try on the mantle 


for half that sum; in fact two ounces could be 
sold for five cents.” 

‘‘How much would it reduce the price of 
your medicine ?’’ 

“At least twenty-five percent. This reduc- 
tion would amount in a year to about $125,000, 
which would be saved to the purchasers of S. 
S.S. I suppose other patent medicines would 
also be reduced about that much.”’ 

WHAT DR. TAYLOR SAYS. 

Dr. W. A. Taylor was asked for a few figures 
on the amount of alcohol used in medicine. 
He said: 

‘‘Alcoho! is used in large quantities in all 
medicines containing vegetable matter. Such 
medicine is af least fifty per cent alcohol.’’ 

‘*What proportion of all the liquid medicine 
used has vegetable matter in it ?’’ 

‘‘About seventy-five per cent of all the liquid 
medicine used by druggists has vegetable 
matter in it, and is, in consequence, fifty per 
cent alcohol.”’ ) 

‘‘What is the total amount of ~evenue de- 
rived from alcohol used for medicine ?’’ 

‘The committee on legislation for the Na- 
tional Druggists’ association 


medicine, and the tax on spirits is upwards of 
$60,000,000. Upon this basis,» and I assume 
that this information is thoroughly reliable, 
the tax upon alcohol must be over $30,000,000. 
Why, think of it! The tax on alcohol used in 
medicines amounts to half as much as the 
product of every clothing factory in the United 
States. If their products were added together 
the sum total would hardly exceed $60,000,000, 
I suppose in medicine is included perfumes 
and flavoring extracts, as it takes alcohol for 


‘thém also.’’ 


“Tf the tax were taken off of alcohol, how 
much would the liquid medicines containing it 
be reduced ?’’ 

“With the tax on alcohol taken off, those 
medicines could be sold fifty per cent cheaper.”’ 

‘*How much alcohol does Atlanta receive an- 
nually ?”’ 

‘‘The drug stores handle about six hundred 
barrels, averaging forty-six gallons to the bar- 


re]. This, you will see, is about 27,600 gallons 
of alcohol. 


druggists pay annually to the government for 
the privilege of selling alcohol. This does not 
include patent medicines.”’ 

‘Dr. Rankin says he would save in his busi- 
ness $125,000 a year if the tax on alcohol was 
taken off.’’ 

“Tf that statement is correct, and of course 
Dr. Rankin knows his own business, you can 
add at least $200,000 paid annually by the 
patent medicine men of Atlanta in taxes on 
alcohol. This is an enormous amount, and if 
it was not extorted from the patent med- 
idfne men. and druggists by the government, 
dfags and medicines would either be sold 
cheaper, or this profit would be diverted into 
useful channels of trade and industry, rather 
than accumulate in government surplus, which 
is useless where it is, and which is withdrawn 
from trade at the expense of our prosperity. 
Here is another feature that has not been 
taken note of. We are not able to compete 
with France, England or Germany in the 
manufacture of quinine and pharmaceutical 
products because of the excessive tax put upon 
alcohol. It is claimed that some of the home 
manufacturers are able to .meet their prices, 
but if it is looked into closely it will be found 
that almost all of the quinine used in the 
United States comes from the old world. I 
am for doing away with the whole internal 
revenue system—certainly the revenue on 
alcohol for medicinal and mechanical pur- 
poses.”’ 

‘May it nc. be urged that you are a manu- 
facturer of goods that require a large amount 
of alcoho}, and that your motives are personal 
in wanting to do away with this tax ?”’ 

“No, it could not help me much. The alco- 
hol used in patent medicines only amounts to 
about a fifth of a}l the alcohol used for medi- 
cinal purposes. More comes here to the patent 
medicine manufacotries because Atlanta is per 
haps the’biggest patent medicine center accord- 
ing to population in the United States, certainly 
the second city in the union in this regard. I 
am for taking off the internal revenue on 
everything, and putting a high tariff on every- 
thing that eomes in conflict with American in- 
dustries. A man who favors a reduction of 
this tax, and a reduction of the tariff, may say 
it is foolish to keep a tax on a suit of clothes in 
order to take it off of a bottle of paregoric. I 
have shown you that the tax on spirits in med- 
icineés amount to $30,000,000 annually. That 
is half as much asthe product of every cloth- 
ing manufactory in America, upon information 
given me by two leading clothing merchants in 
Atlanta. In other words, the people of this 
country pay thirty million dollars an- 
nually fo medicines that to 
the government, for which the government has 
no use, and of which President Cleveland de- 
clares to be an unmixed evil. This tax ought 
to be taken off, and then the tariff reduced at 
such points as does not confiict with American 
industries.”’ 

. A NUMBER OF PROMINENT DRUGGISTS 
were seen, and all corroborated the statements 
made by Dr. Rankin and Dr. Taylor. ‘Alco- 
hot,” said Dr. H. G. Hutchison, ‘‘enters very 
largely ifi very many medicines and all extracts. 
It preserves the properties of the medicines. 
If alcohol were free, that is if there were no 
tax, a great many drugs could be manufactured 
a great deal cheaper. 

“The tax? It is about one dollarand ninety 
cents a gallon. It is a little less than that, but 
I can’t give you the exact figures. Alcohol is 
double proof, and ninety-five per cent really 
means one hundred and ninety, according to 
the new system. The tax is by long oddg the 

item in the cost of alcohol. The ac- 
ual value of the alcohol itself is about 
cents a gallon, or less than one-sixth of the tax.

THE ANNUAL YIELD. 


Georgia Crop Report for 1887—The Excellent 
Showing From All Sections. 

The supplemental report of the department 
of agriculture of Georgia of the leading crops 
of the state for 1887 contains the following sug- 
gestive facts: 

The total yield of cotton in the state in 1887 
was about 8 per cent of an average crop, or 
about 5 per cent greater than the yield of 1886. 
This would give an aggregate of 875,000 bales 
of 450 ponnds each. The yield was as follows: 
East Georgia, $4; southwest Georgia, 85 ; north 
Georgia, 93; southeast Georgia, 106. 

The total corn crop of the state was 30,000,000 
bushels. The total yield was 4 per cent, or 13 
per cent greater than in 1886. The yield in 
1886, in middle Georgia. was cut off by rains 
and overflows. The yield by sections was: 
Middle Georgia, 88; north Georgia, 91; east 
Georgia, 96; southwest and southeast Georgia, 
9 each. The yield of wheat was 2,250,000 
bushels. The acreage was decreased. 

2 acreage in oats in 1887 showed a reduc- 
ticR Of 23 per cent, and the total yield 75 per 
cent, an increase of five per cent over the yield 
of 1886. 

In miscellaneous crops the yields are given 
as follows: Average yield of cane syrup, 178 
gallons per acre; of sorghum syrup, 75 gallons 
per acre: of rough rice, 21 bushels per acre; 
sweet potatoes, 86 bushels peracre. field peas, 
9 bushels per acre; peanuts, 30 bushels per 
acre; tobacco, 604 pounds per acre. 

The average market price of farm products 
on December Ist, 1887, were: Cotton, 9 cents 

r pound; corn, 66 cents per bushel; wheat, 

1.25 per bushel; oats, 58 cents per bushel; 
rough rice, 90 cents per bushel ; sweet potatoes, 
46 cents per bushel; sugarcane syrup, 44 cents 

r gallon; sorghum syrup, 31 cents per gal- 
on; hay, $14.96 per ton. 

The amount of indebtedness of farmers is 15 
per cent less on December, 1887, than on De- 
cember, 1886. There isa gratifying decrease 
in the amount of farm supplies purchased by 
farmers. 

Experiments with the Spanish peanut and 
Kaftir corn have been ey satisfactory, and 
this year the acreage will be doubled.

They have 
heretofore been resorte] to only in cases of emergen- 
cy and then for short periods of time. It cannot be 
questioned that the presence of the federal tax | 
watherer has always been more or less odious to the 
American people. President Jefferson in his second | 
inaugural address said: 

“It may be the pleasure and pride of an Americsn 
to ask whet farmer, what mechanic, what lalover 
ever sees a tax gatherer of the United tates.” 

For the past twenty-two years it might be asked 
whieh of these various persons has failed to see not 
only one but mang.of them. 

2. The system is inquisitorial in its methods and 
utterly subversive of the great common law heritage 
of our race to be free from personal arrest and from 
seizures and searches except by due process of law. 
In its enforcement, it is intrusive on private rights, 
vexatious to onr citizens and disturbing to the peace - 
and content of many communities in our state. It 
bas ever been 0, and from its neture must con- 
tinue to be so as long as the law remains on the 
Statute book. These characteristics of the law were 
recognized in Jefferson's time. in the inaugurg) 
address above referred to, he said: ¢ 
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establishments and! expenses, Senabled us to dis- 
continue our internal taxes. These covering our 
land with officers, and opening ‘our doors to their ; 
intrusions, bal already;begun that process of dom- 
icillary vexation, which once entered upon, is 
scarcely to be restrained from reaching successively 
every article of produce and property.” 

The enforcement of the law must necessarily, and 
does, find its chief agency in a system of espionage, 
and inthe creaticn and maintenance of a class of 
informers—a pestiferous breed wh‘'ch has ever beea 
the favorite tool of every tyrannical government in * 
the oppression of i s subjects, and which is unworthy 
a place in the administration of law among a free 
and liberty-loving people, The raising up and en- 
couragement of the informer is not only debasing 
to the manhood of the country, but in 
the enmiiies which certainly follow’ the 
practice of his dirty work, communities and 
fainilies which would otherwise be at peacefare di- 
vided by feuds marked by frequent deeds of vio 
lence and blood. For the purpose of enforcing the 
criminal features of the internal revenue law, con- 
gress makes a special appropriation for the pay of 
informers whose work is to spy upon and hound 
down men, most of whom are found among the 
weak and more necdy class of our people; while 
the government arms with the most approved and 
deadly weapons the raiders who follow quick upon 
the track pointed out by these secret hirelings. 

The penalties of thislaw are harsb, prescribing 
the deprivation of personal liberty and the destruc- 
tion of private property. For the protection of their 
liberty and property men will always fight, even 
unto death. and the consequence is there are fre- 
quent armed collisions between the reyenue officers 
and those charged with violations of the revenue 
laws. In many countiesin this state the apy ear- 
ance of a squad of raiders not only produces an irri- 
tation among the men in the Community which ex- 
tends to those having no connection with the viola- 
tions of the law, but also creates as greata panic 
among their frightened wives and children as would 
in time of war real raiders bent on destruction and 
plunder, And when, af-er the private property of 
the alleged offenders has been destroyed, they are 
themselves led away from their terror-stricken 
families to be thrown into the distant prison, it is 
looked upon in the community with very much the 
samé feeling as when, in time of war, the hostile 
cavalry swooped down upon them and carried pris- 
oners away into captivity. 

In these raids the revenue officers have frequent- 
ly shed the blood of our citizens. Perhaps they 
have, at times been justifiable, but there can be no 
question that in other instances this blood shedding 
has been done in the most wan on brutality. Squads 
of mounetd mcu, armed with carbines, and arrogant 
in the cousciouspess that they represent the law of 
the great federal government, are not apt to be 
tender of the rights or even of the lives of the un 
fortunate people with whom they come into actual 
or supposed antagonism. An illustration of this 
fact isfoundin the murder of old. man Hix, in 
GWinnett county, by a party of revenue officers in 
lss?. He was unarmed and unresisting, and was 
shot to death in the presence of his wife and daugh- 
ter. I quote.the following account of the tragedy 
from a letter written tome by the Hon. Tyler Pce- 
ples, of Lawrenceville: 

‘On_the 14th of March, 1882, Jackson *J. Hix, an 
old man nearly sixty years of age, was shot down in 
front of his door and in the presence of his family 
by a posse of revenue officers, under charge of Bob 

joltcn, a deputy marshal. Hix was engaged in 
running a small blockade still a few miles from 
town. Bolton and his crowd gotto the stillhouse 
before day, and finding no one there, waited until 
after daylight, when the old man came down to 
start a fire in the still. He discovered the officers 
and starled back tothe house. They pursued him, 
and justas he got near his door commenced fir- 
ing. He made no resistance, and the shooting was 
without the semblance of jusisfication. They then 
shot at his little step- 0:1, who, with a basket of 
cornon his arm had :tarted to feed the horse. 
There were three or four men in the party with Bol- 
ton. Nobody at Hix’s house but his wife, daughter 
and the little boy. Hix lived about ten minutes, 
The revenue men left at once,"taking the boy with 
them, and hurried back to At'anta. Ourcourt was 
in sessicn anda bill of indictment was prelerred 
and afterwards transferred to the United States 
court. All of the parties were acquitted.” 

Uiider this law, with the provisions of which 
some of our public men are so much enamored, a 
revenue efficer when he kills one of our citlzens;bas 
the indictment against him removed to the United 
States ecourt,and B-re the law regres that the 
district attorney shall defend him, although it is his 
duty to prosecute all other criminals in that court. 

This is not by any means an jisolatcd} instance. 
Many others are known and are on record, while in 
all probability in the mountain couutry, sparsely 
settled and far from ordinary channels of public 
communication, there have been tlike’deeds of 
blood which have never known the light. It is 
equally true that there have been instances in 
which revenue officers have been brutally murder- 
ed. This last fact, however, only furnishes an ad- 
ditional argument against the propriety of a law 
which, in its enforcement, so arouses the hostility 
of whole communities thatSthey covertly counie- 
nance the unlawful acts of bad men—acts for 
which, undet other circumstances, they would have 
nothing but condemnation and punishment. 

Our pecuniary condition is certainly not such as 
to make a trifling matter the loss or destruction of a 
large amount of property. Aside from the 
immense amount of money collected in Geor- 
gia through the internal revenew zi law of 
which I shall speak more particularly hereafter, the 
officers of the government in the enforcement of this 
law, bave, as shown by the officia) reeords in 
Wuashington, seized and destroyed property in the 
state of the value of three hundred and seven thou- 
sand eight hundred and forty dollars ($307,840). This 
large destruction of property bas been visited chiefly 
upon a class of poor and needy mountaineers who 
have been least able to bear it. 

3, T he internal revenue law is especially objec- 
tionablein thatthe enforcement of its criminal 
provisions must of necessity be {committed to the 
fejeral courts. However just and {lenient such 
courts may be in the administration of this law, 
from the fact that exclusive jurisdiciion of offenses 
against it is necessarily vested in them, it follows 
that for any violation of, it, whether of the gravest 
or most trifling character, the offender must be 
dragged from his distant home, frequently more than 
one hundred miles, to stand his trial, and, if convict- 
ed, to undergo his punishmentitar from the aid and 
support of family and friends. If the number of 
those who were thus carriedjaway for trial and pun- 
ishment were small, while the principle would be 
the same, the law in its practical operation would 
not be so great an iniquity. But the number ofthem 


(ial records. of the government 

during the ten years ending June, 1887, there were 
prosecuted in Atlanta in the United States court 
either under indictment or criminal information 
for alleged violations of the internal [revenue law 
4,657 wen. This number only includes those who 
were prosecuted under indictment jor criminal in- 
formation. It is an undoubted fact that many have

This leaves over twenty-one hundred men 
who were arrested and carried a great distance from 
their homes t6 Atlanta for trial, who were de- 
clared to be innocent of any violation of law. 

These evils have not been due to a harsh admin- 
istration of the law. On the contrary the federal 
judges in Georgia have, with'instances of rare ex- 
ception,administered the criminal features of the in. 
ternal revenue law with great leniency and much 
mercy. The evil is in the law itself, which, even 
when so administered, isjharsh and oppressive in 
the extreme. 

It is not to be questioned that ma;y bad men 
have been engaged in the violation of the internal 
revenue law. It is, however, equally true that the 
very large majority of those charged with such vio- 
lations are, in all other respects, law-abiding men, 
who think, and will always think, that the internal 
revenue law is a tyrannical invasion oftheir private 
rights, which they are justified in resisting by al! 
means within their power. 

4, A)l criminal laws should be as simple as possi- 
ble in their provisions. The internal revenue law, 
while it is, as its name implies, a law for the raising 
of revenue, is none the less acriminal law, as there 


numberiless provisions. So far from being a simple 
law, it is by all odcs the most complicated criminal 
law to be found in any statute book, either federal | 
or state. As issued by the government, it makes a 
tock of two bundred and forty-five pages. Includ-. 
ing its subdivisions, it contains, literally and with- 
out exaggeration, thousands of regulations apd re- 
quirements, a violation of any one of which will 
subject the offender to prosecution and fine ani 
imprisonment. I venture the assertion that there is 
not f lawyer in the United States who is ac 
quainted with one-tenth of the complicated provis 
ins of ths yo!ummnious law, unless he has }had 
occasion to make special study of the same, and 
even after that it will be nece-sary for him to keep 
the book before him. And yet all men,: including 
the unlettered workingman, who have anything to 
do in and about any of the matters controlled by 
this law are chargable with an accurate know!- 
edge of the intricacies of the same, or suffer the. 
penalties imposed for its violation. 

The general public has never had the time to in- 
form itself as tothe details of this voluminious and 
intricate Jaw. The only thing necessary to secure its 
universal condemnation is that it should bejuniver-. 
Sally read. The cheek of every man will,burn with 
indignation as he reads of the power. given and ex. 
ercised by roving revenue officials to arrest and 
carry off the citizen without warrant, and to break 
into his house and, seize and destroy his property 
without process of law. 

A system of taxation which depends upon such 
methods, and which is productive of such results 
should unhesitatingly be wiped from the statute 
book. 

It is undonbtedly truce that the evils in ¢‘h2 admin- 
istraiion of this law are not so great at the present 
time as they have been in the past. ‘ The officers 
now in charge of the collection of the internal reve- 
nue in Georgia are almost exclusively Georgians, 
and from my personal knowledge of them and from 
the reports which I hear, I am fully satisfied that as 
ageneral thing the lawis being administered by 
them with as much leniency as the law itself will 
permit. And I have been reliably informed that the 
Georgia district ranks in Washington as having one 
of the best managed revenue offices of any in the 
United States. But, however careful these officers 
may desire and intend to be in respecting the rights 
and persons of the people of the state, they cannot 
possibly discharge the duties and ‘obey the com- 
mands laid upon them by this law without being 
harsh, cruel and oppressive. The provisions of the 
law make it impossible to be otherwise, But, however 
this may be, a law is not to be judged. by its opera- 
tion when leniently and mercifully administered, 
but rather by the opportunities for wrong which it 
will furnish should its administration devolve upon 
those willing to be tyrannical and oppressive. 

How long the present order of things will continue, 
we canrot tell and our laws should be so framed 
that no man, whatever may be his disposition or 
wish, can use them as engines of cruelty and oppres- 
§ion. 

5S It is true thatZthe ev‘isin the administration 
of this law are in Georgia principally limited toa 
particular section of ibe state, and it ‘unfortunately 
happens that many people are not quick to syinpa- 
thize with sufferings in which they do not siare. 
There is, however, one important feature in the op- 
eration of this law, the evilof which affects every 
person in the state, Not only is the law harsh, vex- 
atious and oppressive to a large portion of our peo 
ple, but it takes out of the state a 
huge sum of money which, if collected, 
should be collected by the state, for 
the use and benefit of the people of the 
state. The records ofthe government show that 
since the close ofthe warand upto June .0, 188/, the 
money collected in Georgia by tnternal revenue tax 
and paid over to the federal goverment amounts to 
twenty-three million, seven-hundred and forty-four 
thousand efght-hbundred and eighteen dollars. If 
to this is added the value of the property seized and 
destroyed by the internal revenue officers during the 
same period of time, we have considerably more 
than twenty-four millions of dollars lost tothe state, 
by the practical operations of thislaw. Itis no re- 
ply to say thatit has gone into the common treas- 
ury: nor is it any reply tosay that this tax has ulti- 
mately been paid by the c nsumer.”*In either case 
it has been collected in Georgia, and it has gone to 
a place whence little {ever comes in this direction 
and it is lost to the people of the :tate forever. Not 
so, but is has gone to a_ treasury 
heaped up with an overfiowing sur- 
plus, tke chief question concerning which is 
‘‘What shal] be done with the {money for which the 
government has no use?” This immense amount of 
money, averaging largely ‘over a*million dollarsa 
year, would, with the revenue;derived from the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, have nearly, if not 
quite, defrayed the expenses of the state without 
other taxation. If applied to educational purposes, 
it would have supported most munificently a thor- 
ough and perfect common school system in every 
county, and in addition would have given the 
means for founding and endowing high schools and 
colleges in every section of the state within the easy 
reach of all who desired a higher edcation for their 
children. § If it had been devoted to cither of these 
purposes, the money in being thus,used would have 
been paid out to our own people and would have 
remained with us to serve all the needs of industry 
and'trade. 

For the foregoing reasons, and¥others which can- 
not be now recited, Iam highly impressed with the 
conviction that the ‘levy and collection ef direct 
taxes of any kind should be limited exclusively to 
the state. The articles to be taxed and the rate of 
taxation will then be determined by the state gov- 
ernment... Will any one deny,the full competency 
of the state government for these purposes? The 
taxes will be collected by our;fstate officials as a)l 
our other state taxesYare collected, without 
the aid of raiders ore carbines andg with- 
out the destruction of property. If there are 
violations of the law, the offenders will be 
tried in the county where the offense is committed. 
Surely no one will question the power ‘and efficien- 
cy of our state courts totry and punish offenders 
against the laws of the state. Zhe revenue which 
belongs properly,to the state, will go into the treas- 
ury of the state. From ‘thence it will again be dis- 
tributed among the people of the state, and will not, 
as it now does, go,,beyond its bounds never to re- 
turn. 

The foregoing reasons would appear to be suffi- 
cient to require the ‘repea! of the internal revenue 
jaw unless some very Scontrolling reason can be 
shown to the contrary. It is therefore ‘important to 
examine into positions occupied by those whojop- 
pose the repeal of the law. 

The principal argumentj against the repeal is that 
the proper reduction cannot be made in the;present 
tarifflaw, ifthe internal revenue law is repealed. 
To discuss in detail the correctness of this statement 
would require many times the space jof this lotter. 
Instead of attempting to do so, Iwill quote the offi-

government economically administered, including 
pensions, tnterest and principal of the public debt, 
can be gotten under our present system of [taxation 
from custom house taxes on fewer imported articies, 
bearing heaviest on articles of luxury, and bearing 
lightly on articles of necessity.” 

This immediately precedes that portion of ¢the 
platform which I will endeavor to show hereafter 
was condemnatory of the continuance_of the inter- 
nal revenue law. Was theconventicn wrong in the 
conclusion thus solemply announced, that with the 
tariff properly reduced, there would, after, such re- 
duction, stil) be derived a sufficiency of revenue for 
all the of the government from the tariff: 
alcae, without aid from any other source? Was that 
announcement made to the country with the advice 

recognized leaders of tariff 
Let the indisputable facts 


tor of the Louisville Courier-Journal, the most prom!- 
nent and active journal in America advocating tariff 
reduetion. Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Carlisle were 
both candidates before the convention for the nomi- 
nation as the candidate of the party for the presi- 
dency, and were each of them put in nomination 
and voted for in the convention after the} adoption 
of the platform. Mr, Cleveland was nomi- 
nated and formally accepted the  plat- 
form as his own. Mr. Curlisie 
not only sought the nomination {on the jplatform, 
but in the ensuing campaign he supported the plat- 
form a8 correct, aad advocated it before the people. 

Without, therefore, presuming myself to discuss 
the correctness of the proposition, I cite the opin- 
ions thus solemnly and formally announced by Mr. 
Cleveland, Mr. Carlisle, Mr. Morrison and Mr. Wat- 
terson, that a sufficiency of revenue can be gotten 
from custom house taxes, and at the same time the 
desired reduction can be made on the duties on im- 
ports, and in such a manner as to relieve articles of 
necessity from the jyresent burden. This, 
of course, involves the proposition. that 
the retention of the internal revenue 
taxes is unnecessary. That these four dis 
tinguished gentlemen, were sincere in their declar- 
ations, no one then questioned or will now question, 
They have made a spec’al study of the tariff n all 
of its details and their opinions may be introduced 
iu evidence as the testimony of recognized experts 
in the matter of which they speak. That this an- 
nouncement was not mace by them bastily cni 
without due consideration may be certainly con- 
cluded not merely from the gravity of the occas.on 
on which it was made, but also,from the known 
fact that the committee on resolutions detained the 
conyention a whole day whie it discussed and final- 
ly agreed upon the substance and exact phraseology 
of the tariff plank reported to the convertion. The 
opinion then of these four leaders In the cause of 
tariff reduction, thus solemnly delivered, is a suf- 
ficient basis on which to rest the correctness of the 
statement, but in its support I also cite the whole 
convention of seven hundred representative demo- 
crats who affirmed it without a dissenting vote. 
Upon this testimony, then, I rest the denial of the 
proposition that the repeal of the internal revenue 
- orks prevent the desired turiff reduction and re- 
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Another argument used against the repeal of the 
internal revenue law, and repeated on all occasions, 
is that there ought to be no ‘‘free whisky’ as long 
as the necessaries of life are taxed at the custom- 
house. The design of such an argument is mani- 
festly to produce the impression on the public mind 
that if the internal revenue law is repealed, whisky 
will be free from taxation, while the necessaries of 
life will still be taxed. It is difficult to give the 
credit of fuli sincerity to those who are well in- 
formed, and who, nevertheless, make such a state- 
ment with such design. They must know the fact 
that the same law which requires a tariff tax to be 
paid on otherarticles at the customhouse, also re- 
quires a tex of two dollars per gallon to be paid on 
all distilled spirits imported into this country, and 
that this tax on sp'rits would remain after the re- 
peal of the interual revenue law. There is no direct 
federal tax on the necessaries of life, and it is not 
true that the repeal of the law imposing a direct tax 
on spirits would be a discrimination against neces- 
saries and in favor of spirits, and, as shown above, 
the removal of the direct tax on spirits would not 
prevent the removal of the burden of tariff taxation 
from necessaries. It would appear from this that 
the cry of ‘free whisky” bas no foundation 1n fact, 
and is demagogical claptrap designed to mislead and 
deecivye the public. Buteven if it were true, that 
the rey eal of t he Internal revenue law would make 
“free whisky’ so far as federal taxation is concern- 
ed, I would stillsay repealthe law, and let what 
ever direct tax is in posed on its manufacture and 
sale be imposed and collected under the laws of our 
state, and by our own tax officers, in the same 
peaceful way that our other divect tax is collected. 
To prevent ‘‘free whisky,” itis not necessary that 
our people should, for all time to.come, be subjected 
to the vexations and wrongs of which I have al- 
ready spoken. It must be borne in mind,.that thero 
is not a single argument in favor of the retention of 
the internal revenue law now, which will not apply 
with cgual force to its retention in the future. To 
contend that only by its retention, can the necessary 
reduction be made in the tariff, is to admit tbat it 
must be retained in the future in order to maintain 
the tariffreduction. So tbat the real question is 
whether a federal direct taxfimposed for the pur- 
pose of carrying on a war which 
clese 1 twenty odd years ago, shall Under any pre- 
temce be-engrafied on our tax’system as ‘one of its 
1 ermanent features. I may be in error, but with 
iny present view, I can_never give my support to 
such a proposition. 

It is asserted with greatg frequency and confidence 
that to favor the repeal of this law is nodemocratic. 
This position is as baseless!as some”of the argu- 
ments already examined, Thomas Jefferson is in- 
disputably good democratic authority, and he was 
certainly opposed to pfederal internal revenue laws. 
The democratic party was in control of the govyern- 
ment almost continuously from 1800 to 1861. During 
that longitime interral revenne laws were ‘resorted 
to only for short periods to meet_‘emergencies, and 
were promptly repealed when} sach: emergencies 
were passed. The only internal revenue Jaw which 
bas been continued in operation for a long term of 
years isthe one nowin force. It was enacted by 
the republican party wl en_in full ‘control of every 
branch of the government, and the purpose was to 
aid in carrying on the war, which it, is,the chief 
pride and boast of the republican 
party to have inaugurated and prosecuted 
to @& successful termipation. After its 
cnactment the republican party;continued in power 
for more than twenty; years, and during ali the time 
the law was continued in force.|, There is thus noth- 
ing in the history of the two parties for thet past 
eighty-seyen years from which the ‘conclusion*can 
be drawn that the main enance of internal revenue 
laws is favored by the democratic party, or that hos- 
tility to such laws is. undemocratic. The national 
democratic convention of 1884 in its platform pro- 
nounced! against the present law. Immediately af- 
ter that portion of the platform above quoted, in 
which it is declared that the desired,and important 
reductions ¢an be made in the tariff, and that after 
such reduction there would still be ample revenue 
derived from the tar'ff for all the purposeszand 
needs of the government, including :paymentiof 
pensiona to soldiers, the following is fownd:¢-‘The 
system of direct taxation known as; thefinternal 
revenue, is,a war tax, and so long as the law con. 
tinues, the money derived therefrom should be 
sacredly devoted to the relief of the peopie ffom the 
remaining burdens of the war, and be made a fund 
to defray the expense of the care and*jcomfort of 
wortby soldiers,’etc.”” Following immediately after 
the statementithat thejrevenue: fromthe tariff, after 
proper reduction of the same should be made, would 
still be ample for all purposes, including the 
payment of pensions, the only = rea- 
sonable and legitimate constiuction of the 
foregoing sentence in the platform is that the inter- 
nal revenue Jaw isa war tax which it is unneces- 
sary longer to continue on the statute book, but 
that so long as itis thus unnecessarily continued, 
its proceeds should be devoted to. the {payment of 
federal soldiers; but that so long as it is thus 
unnecessarily continued its proceeds should be de- 
yoted to the payment of the pensions of federal sol- 
diers. If there is a sufficiency of  rey- 
enue for this purpose derived from. other 
sources, why should our people be sub- 
jected to all the vexations and/,joppressions of 
this law to raise money for the payment of ;thepen- 
sions of- federal soldiers) The state of 
Georgia may fairly claim to be a 
democratic state. There is so little doubt 
about her democracy that‘she rarely] eitMer excites 
the fears or elicits the favors of |the party. She has 
none of the pleasing attentions which are jlavished 
upon the coquettish ‘‘privotal states.’ Through 
her several legislatures whichgmay be said to have 
been solidly democratic she has spoken}|;most em- 
‘phatically on the subject of this Jaw. Four times 
between 1877 and 1885 her legislatures have passed 
resotutions condemning the internal revenue law 
as wrongful and oppressive and calling on her sen- 
ators and representatives to exert themselves to se- 
core its repeal. It is a mistake to suppose that 
these resolutions were ‘slipped through’’ the legis- 
Jatures by which they jwere ‘passed. 1 speak from 
personal knowledge as to} twolfofiithe occasions 
when these resolutions were acted; on.{_jThey spoke 
then the unanimous voice of the legislature. The 
state of Maine, on the contrary, may 5be properly 
considered as a typical {republican state. The Maine 
republican convention in 1882 adopted a platform 
in which the following occurs: 

‘Weare unalterably opposed /to{the abolition or 
reduction of the internal revenue’ tax on liquors.”’ 

From the foregoing records of the democratic and 


‘repablican parties it would seem that those who as- 


sume to speak for the former should be slow,to <con- 
demn as undemocratic those,who favor, the repeal 
of theginternal revenue law. 

In view of the facts stated it is certainly perti- 
pent to ask what is the cause of the great effort 
which is being made all over the country to fasten 

law upon us as one of the permanent features 
‘of federal taxation. I fam qz2ite mitisfied that the

would be to discriminate in favor of ardent spirits | 
against the necessaries of life. But while I give them 
full credit for sincerity in his belief, Iam equally 
fatisfied inthe conviction that the power which 
has gotten up this agitation aca‘nst the repeal of the 
law, and which has been shrewd enough to array a 
portion of the temperance element of the country 
against such repeal, is the combined influence of 
the {great whisky manufacturers in the 
United States, commonly known as ‘the 
whisky ring.” That these great whisky 
manufacturers are most er rncstly opposed to the re- 
peal is undeniable, and that those senators and rep- 
resentatives who have been for years reccgnized as 
their friends and champions are also pronounced tn 
their oppdsition to such repeal is equally certain. 
That some others whose habit it has been to con- 
demn them should now be their allies in such oppoal- 
tion is another illustration of the adage that * politics 
makes strange bed fellows.” The reason for the op- 
position of the large whisky manufacturers to the 
repeal of the law is found in the fact that the ef- 
fect of the law in its operation is to give 
them a practical! monopo}y of the business, and to 
crush out the smail manufactnrera. @ It is not prac- 
ticable to discuss at this time the many features of 
this law, which contribute to this result, but an ex- 
amination ofjit will show that the {great’ distillers 
are the special objects of the care and favor of the 
government. Only afew provisions can be now 
noticed which look to this end. 

For the special bene‘it of those who'are able to 
hold the spirits they distill, the law? provides that 
their whisky may be putin bonded wareh uses, 
which are in charge of officers whose salaries are 
paid by the government, and that it may _ remain 
there three years, without payment of tax, until 
the expiration of thet time. -Small distillers of lim- 
ited means, cannot avail themselves of this prtvil- 
ege, aS they cannot afforlto postpone their sales, 
They cannot store in the bonded warehouses and 
wall, so the internal revenue mus: be paid by them 
immediately. But the great whisky concerns, rep 
resentinga combined capital of many bundred 
milions of dollars, take advantage of this provision 
of the law, and there has beon at one time as much 
as eishty odd millions of gallons of whis- 
ky stored in these bonded warehouses, guarded by 
storekeepers appointed and paid by the govern 
ment, upon which immense quantity of whisky, 
worth several hundred millions of dollars, the tax 
was suspended, while every day it became more 
valuable, as it mellowed with increasing age. 
When at the expiration of three years the whisky is 
removed from the bonded warehouse, the tax is pay- 
able, noton the original amcunt of whisky, but 
there is allowed a deduction of sevenand one-half 
gallons in every forty gallons for the leakage and 
evaporation which occurs during this time, while it 
is being guarded at the expense of the government. 

Again, the law provides that if the distiller wishes 
to export his product he may do so without paying 
the iuternal revenue tax, provided he exports in 
ots not less than a thcusand gallons each. 
The small concern making less than one thous- 
and gallons must pay the internal revenue tax 
whether he exports it or sells it at home. After it 
has been exported withont paying the internal reve- 
nue tax it may again be re'mported into this coun- 
try and only pay an import duty of ninety cents per 
gallon, whereas all other spirits imyorted must pay 
an import duty of two dollars per gallon. T .at 
men who are subject to the payment of a heavy tax 
on every gallon of whisky they, produce} should be 
vehemently opposed to the removal of the tax, fur- 
nishes conclusive evidence that they are enjoying 
some great advantage under the law which imposes 
the tax. . Were there no other features in the law 
save these, they would be sufficient to account for 
what is the undoubted and indisputable fact, that 
those who are most earnestly and uncompromising- 
ly oppose’ to the repeal of the internal revenue law 
are the great niilionaire distillerscommonly known 
as ‘“‘the whisky ring.” The fact is that 
they are the most thorcushly protected of 
any class in the country; jfor they are 
not only protected from foreign competition by a 
heavy tariff duty on imported spirits, but by the ;e 
culiar provisions of the internal! revenue law they are 
also protected from domestic competition. No won- 
der that they intwenty years of favcritixm they 
have grown powerful and arrogant. No wonder 
that their champ':ons have grown numerous and 
are found in high places. - No wonder that there isa 
growing danger that both the great political parties 
of the ccuntry will cower before their demand that 
for tier benefit an odious excise law shall become 
& permanent feature of our federal gorernment. 
That the dread of free “whisky” is not the real mo- 
tive of those who oppose the repeal of the law, is 
shown Ly the fact that these same men are willing 
to repeal the law as to fruit _lLrandy.. There is no 
more evilin free corn whisky than there isin free 
peach orapple brandy. The,fact, that fruit will rot 
and be lost unless it is distilled, is no more entitled 
to consideration than the fact that many who live far 
from railroads cannot transport their corn to market, 
and the same will be lost unless they can distill it, 
There is one fact however which, does make a 
great deal of difference between the two ceses. 
The internal revenue law, can be‘repealed as to the 
fruit brandies and not interfere with any of the ad- 
vantages and privileges ‘which that law gives to 
the great whisky distillers; but to repeal it as to the 
whisky would rob,them of, the!great ‘benefits they 
now enjoy under the saie, 

The cry to which I have alluded,tbat opposition to 
the repeal of the internal revenue law is opposition 
to ‘‘free whisky,’’ has not deceived those , who sin- 
cerely oppose the whisky traffic. ,The national pro- 
hibition convention lof 1§84, which nominated St, 
John for president, may be accepted’ as the fairest 
exponent ofthe genuine prohibition ‘sentiment of 
the country. In its platfoym which it published to 
the country, it unreservedly ;jcondemned the inter- 
nal revenue law, and demanded that ‘‘the revenues 
from alcohol, liquors and}tobacco should be abol- 
ished.’’ The scare-crow of ‘‘free whisky’’ is,not less 
fictitious than the claim that,those,who oppose the 
repeal of the internal revenue law are fighting 
the battle of the people against the monoocoilists. 
The truth is that those who oppose the repeal of the 
law are either wittingly or unwittingly giving their 
aid to a most gigantic and dangerous combination 
of moneyed power and influence. The ricb ard the 

werful have no need for the repeal of the law, and 
they are not demanding it) To the poor and unin- 
finential of some sections it is a vurden and an 
oppression and ‘they are crying out to 
be delivered from it. It ‘doves not destroy 
the property of the rich nor does it fill the prisons 
with menof that class. Tothe poor man there is 
freyuently brought in the work of one squad of 
revenue raiders, the destruction of the larger pers 
of all he owns, while from the humble cottage there 
is dragged off to distant trial andsimprisopment the 
sole support of the helpless wife and children. 

The primary and ultimate object of government 
should be the security of the people in their pérsons 
and peORerey with the right to pursue their for- 
tunes and their pleasures within proper limits, and 
without unnecessary restraint. m the founda- 
tion of the government to the present day there has 
never been an act on the federal statute book which 
has so completely violated this damental princl- 
ple, or which in its numberless requirements and re- 
atrictions, as well as its harsh and tyrannical penal- 
ties, was so thoroughly at war with the genius and 
spirit of our free institutions.
